This ordinance is designed to give the resti- 
dents north of the Wilson avenue terminus of 
the elevated direct transportation downtown 
and around the Union loop for a 8 cent fare.

The admission of the foregoing facts comes 
as a complete surrender of the position of the 
three oll companies who have defied the or- 
ders of the Missouri Supreme court that 
they give the Information. 

The surrender ig believed to be due to the 
recent decision of the United States Supreme 
court in the paper trust case. In that decia- 
ion the court, in effect, ruled that while a per- 
son might be immune under the constitution 
in giving incriminating testfmony against 
himeelf a corporation was not entitled to the 
same immunity. , 

When Attorney General Hadley began suit 
to oust thd Waters-Pierce company from the 
state of Missouri the Supreme court ordered 
the pro@uction of certain books and papers of 
that company. 

The officers of the company refused to pro- 
due the books and papers and to give any 
information. 

Therefore, Attorney General Hadley sub- 
peenaed John D. Rockefeller, Henry H. Rog- 
ere, and other Standard Oil officials to give 
testimony before a commissioner in New 
York. 


Drives Rockefeller Into Hiding. 
John D. Rockefeller, in order to evade serv- 
ice. of the subpoena, has been in biding since 
Feb. 9, his efforts to avoid being examined 
under oath being so sensational as to attract 

general attention over the United States. 
Henry H. Rogers appeared, and, after be- 
ing on the witness stand three days, refused 
to give any information on the connection 
between the Standard Ou and Waters-Pierce 
. An application to the Supreme 
court of New York to compel him to answer

pending. 

When the hearing opened today H. 8. 
Priest, counsel for the Waters Pierce com- 
pany, produced the books and papers of the 
company, in accordance with the order of the 
Missouri Supreme court, making the follow- 
ing statement: 

With all due respect to the order of the Supreme 
court, there has been resistance to submiltting theee 
books and papers as evidence. This opposition 
was made by counsel without advice from the oom- 
pany. 

These proceedings seek to tmpose penalties on 
persons and corporations. The constitutions of the 
United States and of Missouri guarantee to di- 
viduals immuntiy from search and seizure. 

We think that corporations are entitled to the 
same constitutional protection, and therefore we 
have hed the temerity to resist the court’s order. 
While we may criticise the wisdom of the ruling we 
will now mo longer oppose it. Therefore, I produce 
the books asked for. 


Attorney General Hadley, replying to the 
statement, said: 

This is the first intimation I have had as 
to the reason why the Waters-Pierce Oil 
company has delayed and clouded this litiga- 
tion. While your explanation is extraneous, 
it is still useful as enlightening the public as 
to the cause of the opposition.” 


Belong to Standard Oil. 

After the introduction of the books, C. N. 
Adams, secretary of the Waters-Pierce com- 
pany, testified that he was custodian of the 
stock books and looked after the financial 
affairs of the company. His campany, he 
said, bought its oil from Standaky On refin- 
eries, from the Galena Signal Oi company, 
and from the Atlantic refinery at Philadel- 
phia. Since 1904 checks in payment for oil 
bought from the Atlantic refinery have been 
sent to Mr. Howe, treasurer of the Atlantic 
company, at 26 Broadway, New York. 

William T. McKee, secretary of the Repub- 
lic Oli company of Cleveland, O., brought with 
him books of the company in accordance with 
the order of the Missouri Supreme court. He 
| stated that Cleveland was the distributing 
office of the Republic Oil company, and said 
that the home pffice of the company was at 
75 New street, New York. This is the rear 
entrance to the Standard Oil company’s build- 
ing at 26 Broadway. McKee declared that 
George B. Wiison, holding certificate No. 1 
for 3,000 shares, was unknown to him. Cer- 
tificate No. 8 shows that G. B. Wilson's stock 
was transferred to Frank Wilson, who is as- 
sistant secretary to W. G. Rockefeller, presi- 
dent of the Standard Oil company. It was 
brought out that George B. Wilson is the 
father of Frank Wilson. 


Standard Oil Admits It. 

“ Do the stockholders of the Republic com- 
pany hold this stock for themselves or in the 
interests of others?’ asked Attorney Gen- 
eral Hadley. 

“I desire to know,” interrupted Alfred D. 
Eady of Chicago, general western counsel for 
the Standard Oil company, what the attor-

CONSPIRED TO MURDER THEM 


Warrants Issued in California at Re- 
quest of Eastern 
to Investigate Alleged Mines. 


San Bernardino, Cal., March 19.—[Special.} 
—~Warrants charging attempted murder were 
issued today for Walter (“Scotty ) Scott, 
the so-called Death valley mining kings: 
William Reyes, and “ — 4 „ Smith, who 
have been in Scott's and for two 
others whose names ere mot been made 
public. 

Scott is supposed to be in Portland, Ore., 
with his theatrical company, and tonight a 
telegram was sent there asking that he be 
arrested. 

It is alleged that when eastern capitalists 
who grubstaked Scott to $50,000 insisted 
upon an inspection of the mine Scott headed 
a party including A. T. Pearl, J. A. St. Cla 


east, and started for Death valley. Wen 
the party neared Wingate pass three of 
Scott's men, it is alleged, started ahead, dnd 
when the rest of the party appeared opened 
fire on them. 

The aim of the attackers was bad, and the 
only shot which took effect wounded Warner 
Scott, a brother of Walter. Scotty,“ it fs 
charged, ran toward the ambuscade and 
shouted to those in it to cease firing, telling 
them they had wounded Warner. 

It was given out that the party had been 
attacked by bandits for the purpose of rob- 
bery. The San Bernardino county authori- 
ties began a secret investigation, and when 
they had secured sufficient evidence they se- 
cured the warrants. 


SUIT FOR $4,000,000 AGAINST 
PRESSED STEEL CAR CHIEFS.

Pitteburg, Pa., March 19.—F. N. Hoffstot, 
president of the Pressed Steel Car company,

The | 
ordinances of Chicago and the tutes of | 


Illinois, if enforced, will clean out every dive, 
shut up your saloons at 1 o'clock, and keep 
them closed on Sunday, put your gamblers 
and thugs in jail, send your burglars and foot- 
pads to the penitentiary, and your murderers 
to the gallows. 

And these laws are not obsolete. They 
are found in the latest revisions of your stat- 
utes and codes. No candidate can repeal them 
by agreeing to ignore them. 

“ Agencies are provided for the enforce- 

ment of these laws. There are officers to ar- 

rest, magistrates to grand juries to 
indict, petit juries to try, 6fficials to prose- 
cute, and courts to pass sentence. 

Tour sheriff ie clothed with power to keep 
the peace and prevent crime. He can sum- 
mon to his aid any citizen, and the citizen 
must respond. The statute provides that: 
To keep the peace, prevent crime, or to ex- 
écute a warrant, he may call to his aid, when 
necessary, any person or the power of the 
county.“ 

“ Within the Mmits of a city the mayor ts 
vested with all the powers of a sheriff to 
suppress disorder and keep the peace. 


Duties of Other Officials. 
“Every justice of the peace, every police 
magistrate, and every judge of 4 court of 
record within his jurisdiction lo a conserva- 
tor of the peace and may require security 
for good behavior. 


“Any sheriff, coroner, or constable can | 


make an arrest without a warrant whenever 
@ crime has been committed and he has rea- 
sonable grounds to believe that the person 
to be arrested committed the crime. 

* Every one of your seventy aldermen and 
every policeman has the power to arrest or 
cause to be arrested, with or without process, 
every person who shall break the peace or be 
found violating any ordinance of the city or 
criminal law of the state. 

If these officers, or any of them, willfully 
neglect or refuse to do their duty, a remedy 
exists, Section 208 of the criminal code pro- 
vides: Every person holding any public 
office (whether state, county, or municipal), 
who shall be gulity of any palpable omission 
of duty, or willful and corrupt oppression, 
malfeasance, or partiality, where no special 
provision shall have been made for the pun- 
ishment thereof, shall be fined not exceeding 
$10,000, and may be removed from his office.’ 


Citizen. Can Take a Hand. 


“Then, too, the citizen can take a part in 
the enforcement of these laws. He can do 
more than resolve. He can act. If a crim- 
mal offense is committed or attempted in 
his presence he can arrest the offender with- 
out a warrant, and the power of the state is 
behind him. He can put the machinery of 
the law in motion and keep it running. He 
can file informations, enter complaints, and 
p-coure indictments. He can sit on juries— 
but there are many who don't. I have known 
business men to lie in order to be excused, and 
tren curse the prosecutor for failing to con-* 
vict a burglar with a jury of bums. 

“The trouble is not with our laws. They are 
ample. It may be that under a new charter 
the agencies through which these laws are 
enforced will be better adapted to your local 
needs, but they are sufficient now if properly 
employed. 

“Il am not here to criticise your officials. I 
have troubles of my own.. Upon whom the 
responsibility rests for the conditions now 
existing in Chicago I neither know nor pre- 
tend to know. Someaccuse the mayor, others 
the police, othere the saloons, others the 
courts, and others the county officials.

“There are some Who insist that these 
conditions are due to the fact that Folk is 
not governor of Illinois.

“ Under this system the governor of Mis- 
sourl is virtually chief of police of every 
large city in the state—and that, too, with 
practically unlimited powers. If the ordi- 
nances of a city, or the laws of the state 
within a city, are not enforced, the governor 
can call u his boards of police to enforce 
them, and if they fail or refuse he can rem 
them and appoint others.

Representative Robert E. Pendarvis,

His 
reasons for not warting to try again for 
the legislature substantially are those re- 
eently given by Representative McKinley in 
an open letter to the voters of the Sixth 
district. 

The duties of the legislature, he says, 
drawn out to cover over four months, inter- 
fere too seriously with the practice or busi- 
ness of the man elected to the general as- 
sembly. 

r this same reason Representative Lewis 
Rinaker, chairman of the primary law com- 
mittee of the last house, has announced he 
will ‘not be a candidate for renomination, 
and the organization in the Thirty-ninth dis- 
trict is circulating petitions for his probable 
successor, Matthew Mills, son of Attorney 
Luther Laflin Mills. 

- Representatives John P. McGoorty and 
Richard E. Burke, who were prominent Chi- 
cago members on the minority side of the 
house, may not be candidates, but in their 
cases the reason will be found in their aspira- 
tions to be municipal court judges rather 
than in the injury done their practice, al- 
though both assert that this injury is con- 
siderable. 


Anti-Pass Bill Is Up. 

The legislators will be asked to pass Gov. 
Deneen’s anti-pass bill. He has promises 
from railroads that they will aid in the pas- 
sage of this proposed act. They can do it 
most easily by agreeing not to issue legisia- 
tive passes. Not only the anti-pass bill but 
a number of other railroad measures will be 
put through with great ease following a 
suspension of transportation privileges. 

“The session of the legislature can be 
shortened considerably if no railroad passes 
be issued to members of the general assem- 
bly,” said State Chairman Roy O. West of 
the republican central committee. There, 
would be less pantomime performance and 
more legislation within a stated period. 
There would be real sessions Friday morning 
instead of the fake sessions. There would be 
sessions Saturday morning and afternoon 
and the legislature would get its work done 
early in the year if the members did not start 
for home every ‘Thursday night and fail to 
get back until Tuesday morning. 


House to Get Most Changes. 


The changes in the legislature are likely to 
be for the most part in the house. Only two 
of the Chicago senators.are known to have 
abandoned all intention of trying for renom!}- 
nation. They are Francis W. Parker in the 
Second district and Frank C. Farnum in the 
Nineteenth. Parker wants to go to congress 
and Farnum was put out of the running by 
the death of John V. Kopf. 


Defends the Long Sessions. 


Some of the senators defend the elongated 
sessions by asserting that time is given for 
careful consideration of bills and opportunity 
for citizens to express themselves on legis- 
lation. 

J don't believe in rushing legislation 
through, said Senator Neile Juul. By 
taking time it is possible to study bilis and 
to give our constituents time to study them. 
The man who cannot afford to give his time 
to the legislature at the pay allowéd should 
not be a candidate for election.“

HOLY WEEK IN RUSSIA. 


Throughout Russia the Jewish population 
will prepare for the passover this year with 
a feeling that only another miracle like that 
of the first passover will leave them alive at 
the close of the week. Bvery lintel will be 
smeared with blood, but it may be that the 
blood of the paschal lamb will not be the 
only red stain upon the door. The angel 
of death may pass through the empire as he 
did through ancient Egypt, but the chosen 
people have no assurance that he will spare 
their first born. 

For the passover week coincides with the 
holy week of the church, and the Russian 
followers of Jesus propose to commemorate 
bis death and resurrection by a general 
slaughter of his brethren. It is true that 
the Jews do not admit the claim of divinity 
for Jesus. It is true that the Jews of old 
persuaded the Roman officials to put him to 
death as a.malefactor, but that does not 
seem to western minds a reason Why peace- 
able people should be tortured and killed 
2.000 years ufter his sufferings upon the 
eross ended. When such-things are planned 
in a country, with the acquiescence of those 
who profess to be devout, the rest of the 
world does not find so strange the claim 
of Japan that in its conflict against that 
country it represented enlightenment 
against barbarism. 

The government of Russia promises pro- 
tection to the Jews. But the police and 
the soldiers who must afford that protection 
cannot be controlled. If they do not take 
part themselves in the massacre, their sym- 
pathies are found in every reported case to 
be on the side of the assassin bands. Count 
de Witte can no more promise immunity 
seriously than the lord of a forest could 
promise that the wolves and bears would 
respect his passport. When Easter has 

passed, if by some providential intervention 
no harm has come to the Jews in Russia they 
may thank the power that brought them out 
of the land of Egypt, not the powerless man 
whose troops garrison Kisheneff. 

America canno* criticise Russia without 
some twinges of conscience. There are 
places in the United States where China- 
men, or negroes, or Italians are not safe. 
Within a year two Jews have been stoned 
to death in Chicago. Last week two men 
were seriously wounded in Chicago, one 
because he wore a green ribbon, the other 
because he did not. Men have been killed 
in this city because they worked to support 
their wives and children, while others pre-

SCHOOL CHILDREN AND PISTOLS. 

Judge Mack is amazed td learn that 
boys aged from 9 to 14 attending a west 
side public school go armed. They carry 
revolvers for protection against other 
school boys who would otherwise beat 


Race, religion, or locality may lead to a 
division into warring groups of boys at- 
tending the same school. Elsewhere they 
do their fighting with their fists or with 
stones. At one or two west side schools 
they use pistols. This is an innovation 
which bodes no good. It will be necessary 
to increase the police force indefinitely if 
children are to be instructed in the use of 
deadly weapons while learning to read and 

rite. There will be no lack of crime 
‘When those children are a little older and 
some of them begin to use their weapons 
to make men and women give up their 
pocketbooks. 

The school boys who were brought before 
Judge Mack cannot be held altogether re- 
sponsible for their practice of carrying and 
using deadly weapons. They simply imi- 
tated their elders. The grown up violators 
of the laws knew they were doing wrong. It 
may be pleaded in behalf of the boys that 
they did not know they were lawbreakers. 
Their environment has been bad. If they 
arm themselvés for protection instead of 
applying to the proper authorities for it, 
it is because of their environment. Or 
the community is at fault for failing to 
instill greater respect for law into the 
parents of those children. 

Fights which end in a murder are rare 
in England and frequent here. That is 
becanse in England angry men use their 
fists and in the United States they use 
pistols or knives. If Chicago school boys 
contract the revolver habit the percentage 
of murders in Chicago will be much larger 
a few years hence. Many boys in and out 
of school will acquire that habit unless 
their elders are broken of it. No effective 
plan for doing it has been given a trial. 
Those who are interested in the suppres- 
sion of crime in Chicago ought to devise 
one and have it put in operation.

It may be of interest, in connection with 
the impending marriage of Princess Ena of 
Battenberg, to explain just what constitute 
the provisions of the much misunderstood 
royal marriage act of 1772. The latter makes 
the consent of the reigning sovereign neces- 
sary to the validity of the marriage of any 
descendant, male or female, of King George 
II., such consent being signified under the 


] great seal and declared in council. But the 


act expressly excepta the issue of princesses 
who merry into foreign families. So that, 
while the consent of the late Queen Victoria 
to the marriage of Princess Beatrice was 
necessary, the marriage of her daughter, 
Princess Ena, would seem to fall within the 
exception, which, be it noted, speaks of 
princesses who marry into foreign families, 
and not merely of those who marry reigning 
foreign sovereigns. 

There is; again, a further exception in the. 
act in the case of members of the royal fam- 
fly who have reached the age of 25 years, who 
can contract a valid marriage even without 
the consent, or notwithstanding the actual 
dissent, of the king, provided they give to 
the privy council twelve calehdar months’ 
previous notice of their intention to contract 
the proposed marriage, and unless within 
that time both houses of parliament express- 
ly declare their disapprobation of the mar- 
riage. It may be added that the marriage 
of a royal princess with a Roman Catholic 
sovereign involves forfeiture of her right of 
succession to the English crown, but that is 
by virtue of the act of settlement, which um- 
ited the right of succession to that crown to 
Protestants. @

Arthur Meredyth Burke, son of the late Sir 
Bernard Burke, creator of what is known as 
‘* Burke's Peerage,” has issued a prospectus 
announcing that he has undertaken to com- 
pile and edit an American work of the same 
nature, entitled The Prominent Families 
of the United States of America,” {llustr@ted 
with their armorial bearings, mottoes, etc. 
He clälms that the work, when completed, 
will be regarded as just as much of an au- 
thority on American families of distinction 
as is “ Burke’s Peerage on the nobility of 
Great Britain. This pledge is of doubtful 
value, in view of the unreliability of the 
English Peerage in question. For some 
of the most eminent genealogists in England 
have denounced the “fables and fictions 
which pass current for genuine family his- 
tory”’ in “ Burke's Peerage.” 

Prof. Freeman, in fact, in a memorable 
article, published in the London Contempo- 
rary Review, explained that while he did 
not blame so much the present representa- 
tives of the families concerned for accept- 
ing tales which they had heard from their 
childhood, and to believe which it is a kind 
of family honor, his quarrel was with the 
editor of the Peerage,“ Sir Bernard Burke, 
who was able through his rank as Ulster 
king of arms to give not merely currency 
but also a “ quasi official stamp to tales of 
manifest falsehood,” and who made himself 
responsible for the monstrous fictions 
which appear as the early history of so many 
families.“ 

Prof. Freeman likewise describes the Burke 
„ Peerage’ as a gorgeous repertory of 
genealogical mythology,” and as Arthur 
Meredyth Burke intimates that his Amer- 
ican Peerage, which is to cost $10, will be 
based largely on family papers,“ we may 
expect that he will show the same genial and 
catholic readiness to accept and record every 
family legend, no matter how fantastic, as 
was his father in the case of his Dictionary 
of the Peerage and Baronetage.” This is 
most strikingly illustrated by the large num- 
ber of bogus baronets who figure in its pages 
as the real article. Indeed, the fact that 
usurpers of the title of baronet have been 
so easily able to induce the compilers of 
*“ Burke’s Peerage” to accept their state- 
ments of embroidered fact or of plain fiction 
has contributed in no small degree to develop 
this form of piracy of titles.

King Edward is having the royal library 
at Windsor castle subjected to a most 
thorough overhauling, the first one of the 
kind in ages, and all sorts of treasures are 
being brought to light. Thus the ten missing 
pages of the celebrated French translation 
of Flavius Josephus’ “ History of Jewish 
Antiquities,’ which is one of the gems of the 
national library of France at Paris, has been 
brought to light by King Edward's new 
librarian, the Hon. John Fortescue. The 
work in question belonged to the Duke de 
Berry, brother of King Charles V. of France, 
and afterwards passed into the hands of 
Jacques D’Armagnec, who was beheaded 
by King Louis XI. The ten pages have been 
missing ever since the book has been in the 
national library of France, that is to say, 
for hundreds of years. How they found their 
way into the royal Hbrary at Windsor castle, 
where they have been for considerably more 
than a century, nobody seems to know. 
King Edward, on learning of their discovery, 
immediately took steps to present them to 
the national library of France, and they have 
now been restored to the precious volume 
from which they were cut hundreds of years 


ago. 
Many duplicates of valuable etchings and 
engravings are also being found in the Wind- 


by King Edward’s direction, are being sold 
in London, the large sums of money thus ob- 
tained being devoted, it is said, to the acquisi- 
tion of new treasures for the library at

ATTACKS RATE CRITICS; 
DENOUNCES BILL ITSELF. 


Senator Bailey Wants Congress to 
Limit Court Review: President 
Mellen Scores Hepburn Law. 


Washington, D. C., March 19.—[{Special.]— ! 


Senator Joseph W. "Bailey of Texas, in a 
speech on the rate bill today, replied to 
criticisms of his suggestion for a prohibition 
in the bill against suspension of the com- 
mission's orders by courts below the Su- 
preme court. He declared ‘congress had ab- 
solute power to prescribe limitations for the 
courts which it creates, and cited decisions 
to support hig view. 

Mr. Bailey said more than a dosen de- 
cisions, from the 4th Dallas to the 167th 
United States, proved the power of congress 
to control the jurisdiction of the equity pro- 
ceedings as well as the law proceedings 
in the federal courts. These decisions were 
reviewed in support of the position he bad 
taken on the subject of limiting the injunction 
powers of the so-called“ congressional 2 
courts. 7 

Mr. Balley laid especial stress upon the 
contention that congress may prescribe the 
jurisdiction of the subordinate courts which 
it creates. He declared that, unless those 
courts were vested with greater power than 
contemplated by the constitution the action 
cannot be attacked. Such an attack could 
not prevail in case of the limitation of such 
powers within the constitution. He said that 
the Supreme court had rejected the argu- 
ment that the lower courts have inherent 
power, holding that their powers were cir- 
cumscribed by the constitution creating 
the courts.

Rate Should Stand Until Set Aside. 

Mr. Bailey called attention to the act. of 
congress in prohibiting the courts from pun- 
ishing for constructive contempt, “ and yet, 
he eaid, ‘‘ senators deny the right of congress 
to regulate the issuance of interlocutory de- 
erees. 

Mr. Balley deolared that all he was contend- 
ing for was to have the rates fixed by the 
commission stand untfl finally adjudicated 
by the court, because he believed it might be 
assumed that any rate established by that 
body would be more just than the rates of 
the railroad companies, the one disinterested 
and the other interested, 

I appeal to you to say which is more apt 
to be right. If you give your voice to that 

fixed by the commission I demand in the in- 
terest. of the people that it stand until a final 
Gecree to the contrary is recorded.“

Scores the Hepburn Bill. 

Hartford, Conn., March 19.— [Special.

Admits Need of More Legislation. 

“If such a result should obtain, it will, in 
my judgment, be a misfortune to the rail- 
roads as well as the public. The need of addi- 
tional legislation always I have admitted, 
have publicly advocated, for the power of. 
the railroads is too great longer to be per- 
mitted to be exércised without greater re- 
straint in the interest of the public. 

Any legislation along lines that will ac- 
complish the practical elimination of prefer- 
ences and discriminations, and the present 
laws nearly have accomplished their pur- 
poses in these respects; amendments to ex- 
isting laws requiring the frequent examina- 
tion of books, records. and accounts, as in 
the case of national banks, with the fullest 
returns and their publication and accessibil- 
ity, will do more good to the public and be 
without harm to the carriers than any such 
legislation as is now pending before the 
United States senate. 

Under existing laws, amended to include

Recourse to the courts as a cure for dif- 
ficulties with the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany was tried yesterday by. the firm of 
Mason & Wyman, attorneys, with offices in 
the Kedzie bullding. A bill was filed by 
George H. Mason, for himself and his part- 
ner, Vintent D. Wyman, in the Superior 
court, asking an injunction to restrain the 


phone service. A temporary injunction was 
granted by Judge McEwen. 

| The attorneys also have asked that the 
company’s regulation against the installa- 
tion of independent extension instruments 
not rented from the company be declared in- 
valid. The placing of these instruments in 
their offices is na med as the cause for an end- 
less’ series of troubles inflicted by the tele- 
phone company. These troubles, they assert. 
have almost completely cut off their tele- 
phonic communication. 

The bill, after entering in detall into the 
contract, alleges that Mason & Wyman, after 
learning that the only price at which they 
could rent an extension phone from the com- 
pany was $30 a year for each inetrument, pur- 
chased outright for $18 each from an inde- 
pendent concern three equipments known as 
desk telephones, which were installed in their 
offices last J: Their service was the cop- 
per metallic uit, and they say the connec- 
tion through the added wires was perfect. 


Company Grounds the Circuit. 

That was true until the company got 
busy.” The attorneys say that on March 15 
an employé of the company appeared in their 
offices and said he desired to connect the main 
telephone with a water pipe so as to 
“ground” unusually heavy currents, act 
as a lightning arrester, and protect them 
from shock.“ They asked if such a con- 
nection would interfere in any way with the 
use of the extension telephones, and received 
a reassuring reply. 

The connection was made, with the result 
that the service was converted from the 
metallic to the grounded variety, that is, 
from the kind for which the rate is $175 a year 
to the old style, for which the price is $125. 
The purpose, as set forth by the complain- 
ants, was to render the extension phones in- 
efficient and unusuable. The story of their 
Aan na rid of the legal verbage, is as fol- 
Ows: 

The current was diverted so that the 
central office could not be signalled from the 
extension phones: Calls over the main in- 
strument were interfered with by the heavy 
rumbling or induction that is characteristic 
of the grounded circuit service. Outside par- 
ties could reach them only occasionally be- 
cause a powerful current was nec to 
ring the bell.“ 

Upon the advice of an expert they sevefed 
the connection with the water pipe, and the 
service was restored to its former efficiency. 


Incoming Calls Refused 

But their troubles, they declare, were not 
at an end. A clerk was sent to an outside 
telephone to try an incoming call, but he was 
met by a statement from the operator that the 
line was busy, although no one was using 
it, and the receiver was on the hook at the 
time. This was unsatisfactory and another 
experiment was tried. The connection with 
the water pipe was spliced and again all of 
the characteristics of the grounded wire serv- 
ice were observed with the accompaniment 
of the cutting out of the extensions. 

The connection was cut once more and then 
conditions were fully as bad. Every one who 
called the office yesterday was told the Une 
was busy. Mr. Mason tried it on numer- 
ous oceasions and met with that response, 
but once when he was calling a clerk hap- 
pened to pick up the receiver fn the office,

MINISTERS SPLIT BY DEBATE. 


Association Threatened with Disruption 
During Discussion of Movement for 
Federation of Churches, 


A heated debate yesterday threatened for 
a time to disrupt the Christian Ministers’ 
association. The meeting was held in the 
Grand Pacific hotel to consider the question 
of adopting resolutions pledging the sup- 
port of the association to the church federa- 
tion movement. The resolutions were sent 
to the Chicago association from a conven- 
tion for the federation of churches heid in 
New York last month, 

Arguments of the opposition to the move- 
ment consisted in deciarations that if the 
resolutions were adopted the opposing mem- 
bers would quit the association. As the 
members were about evenly divided on the 
question the matter of the resolutions finally 
was held over. 

With a view of preventing a repetition of 
the dissension and discord which followed 
the condemnation of the book written by 
Prof. George B. Foster on The Finality of 
the Christian Religion,“ an amendment to 
the constitution of the Baptist Ministers’ 
association was introduced at the meeting 
held in the afternoon. Under the rules the 
matter went over for a week. The amend 
ment is as follows: 


Full discussion of all theological questions shall 
be freely allowed, but no resolution shall be adopt- 
ed nor vote taken by the conference, as such, on 
publications or public utterances involving disputed 
doctrine views. :
